NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The transference to the Anglo-Jewish Association of the control and 
management of the Evelina de Rothschild School at Jerusalem, which was 
founded by the late Baroness Lionel in memory of her daughter, Evelina, 
(Baroness Ferdinand de Rothschild), will have good effects even beyond the 
immediate occasion and scope of the resolution adopted by the Council of 
the Association, last Sunday, on the proposition of Mr. E. H. D’Avigdor. 
At the time the School was founded there was no Jewish public 
body in England to which could well have been confided the sacred 
trust of the Baroness Lionel, now transferred by her three sons 
to the Anglo-Jewish Association, Lord Rothschild and his brothers 
have given a practical proof of their confidence in the methods of the Associa- 
tion, particularly in connection with the promotion of Jewish education in 
the East. The efficiency of the Girls’ School at Jerusalem will now be much 
enhanced, probably without increasing the munificent annual grant of £80 
with which Lord Rothschild and his brothers have practically — 
endowed the Institution. The Jewish Girls’ School at Jerusalem will 
continne to be associated with the name of Evelina de Rothschild while 
managed in connection with a great educational organisation which may be 


trusted to administer it in a spirit worthy of the righteous foundress and her 
beloved daughter. 


The Austrian Premier's reply to the d eputation of the Society for the 
Prevention. of anti-Semitism, which alte upon him and several of. his 
colleagues on the Ist inst., was In every way satisfactory. The deputation 
called his attention to a resolution of the Society, recently passed, which 
dwelt upon the otitrages to Jewish religious feeling and pointed out to 
the Government the damage that resulted from the anti-Semitic 
agitation to the Jewish shopkeepers.and to the State. Prince Windischgratz 
assured the deputation that the full protection of the law, as they desired, - 
should be extended to Jews and Gentiles alike. Thus, the Society has carried 
out successfully the first small measure of its campaign. Whether it will 
proceed to meet the foe on his own ground, namely, among. the, 
working-men and the peasantry, remains yet to be seen. Some are wont to 
lay too much stress on the conduct of the Jews towards their fellow - 
subjects, alleging that Jews have only. themselves to blame if the 
animosity of their neighbours falls upon them and _ that, therefore, there is 
no necessity for the society. This, however, is inaceurate and unjust. The 
suffering peasantry or workmen are quite ready to believe that, even though 
their neighbours be respectable, Jews in the capital and other large towns 
are responsible for economic difficulties, and this is precisely the opinion. anti- 
Semites strive to inculcate. The Society forthe Prevention of anti-Semitism 
exists to expose calumnies such as these and, therefore, may do good service 
by meeting them on the platform and during electoral contests. A. strong 
body of representatives, who have openly declared against anti-Semitism, 
might prevent any future Minister from coqnetting with me latter party— 
the most serious evil we have to dread, 


— 


Oddly enough, whilst the anti-anti-Semites were resolving to carry the 
war into the enemy's camp, the Orthodox Jews were joining other religious 
denominations in’a protest against the Civil Marriage Bills. Their opposi- 
tion is based upon the argument that one of the Bills legalises exemption 
from apy professed creed and, indeed, “authorises” atheism. That may 
seem a strange standpoint for Jews to take up. Here in England we 
have no faith in missions | supported by the infliction of. civil disabilities on 
those who refuse to be converted. Baton the Continent, the Jews have a 
much more delicate position. The Austrian, like the German, does pot see so 
clearly as the Englishman the absurdity of a lip-adherence to 
creed, . Consequently, when the anti-Semites charge Jews, as they have often 
done, with breeding atheism within their own ranks and encouraging an 
atheistic propaganda by all their influence, the elector is apt to give import- 
ance to their statements. Indeed men of higher capacity than peasants 
have lent an attentive ear tothe charge. At one time it was asserted, and 
was never. completely refuted, that the Emperor William I. was partially 
convinced that the Jews were undermining the religions sentiments which 
have always had such a strong hold on the Germanic mind, Hence 
our coreligionists have scarcely a voice in the matter. They cannot take up 


a neutral attitude, even though they have something to gain by the smooth 
passage of the two Bills,

THE JEWS AND THE NEXT 
SCHOOL-BOARD ELECTION. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

We are often victims of foregone conclusions, There is just now a foregon 
conclusion foisted on our community, that is likely to give rise toa great deal 
of mischief—the notion that it is necessary and desirable that our body 
be represented on the London School Board by a Jew. In ordinary time 
might be fair ground for such a view ; but in troubled times like these, w 
community is beset with so many dangers and difficulties, all considerations of 
prudence and policy are at variance with this foregone conclusion, First, jg it 
necessary ? The two parties, which now divide the London School Board into 
two hostile sections, have on one point been unanimous—fiamely, in giving the 
Jews every facility for the maintenance of their religious interests, Indeed, thers 
seems to be almost a competition between the two sections, as to which shall 
most effectually befriend our peecple, and grant them special privileges, | Daly 
recently, this has been done to ay extent that has almost verged on a breach of 
the law—indeed to such a degree that some of our responsible heads have found 
it a duty to renounce those privileges, certainly with all gratitude to those who 
had so generously granted them, but also with something like fear and trem 
at the results that might ensue from accepting the proffered boon, Next, is jt 
desirable ? Certainly net, In such a struggle as that now in progress, jt jc for. 
tunate for us that no Jew is compelled to take part; for, on whichever Side he 
might vote, his motives would be misinterpreted. 

Certainly no Jew worthy of the name could, consistently with the tradi. 
tions of his race and creed, vote with the Church party for newly importing into 
the programme of religious instruction the special Christian dogmas of the Trinity 
and the Incarnation ; while his adverse vote would unjustly be held to be given 
in the selfish interests of his people; though, in reality, it would be an assertion 
of the broad principle of religions liberty, which has been h’s heritage for cep. 
turies,and a protest against the narrow sectarianism of the dominant creed 
Many of the most enlightened churchmen regard the retrograde policy of 
the’ Church party majority at the London School Board as a sad 
blunder, If successful and carried into practical effect, with all its logical 
consequences, it will mean half a century of retrogression, It wiil eventual) 
mean the application of religious tests to all the teachers of tke future. It will

the past twenty-three years, or for the Nonconformist,who, true to his traditions, 
is. now fighting, not for us alone, but for the whole country, the battle of 
Religious Liberty, On such a question there should be no divided councils’and 
no compromise.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


THE WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL AND THE CHEDARIM. 


Srr,—As I was unavoidably perensee from attending the annual meeting 
of this School, I trust you will allow me to say how fully I concur with what 
fell from the President, Mr. Davidson, as to the Chedarim and the Talmud 
Torah Classes, I quite recognise the laudable.desire on the part of the parents 
that their children should learn as much Religion and Hebrew (in the sense in 
which they, the parents, understand the connota‘ion ot these terms) as possible, 
But it should be clearly realised that this laudable desire is wrongly and 
mistakenly translated into action. Six hours schooling every day together with, 
I regret to say, one-and-a-half hours “home lessons” is enough, and as. 
believe, more than enough for any child ; to make them, in addition to all this, 
attend a Talmud Torah Class tor two hours in the evening is a positive cruelty. 
It is a grave educational error which will certainly defeat 1ts own end, It will 
assuredly do the children serious physical and mental harm, Neurotic disease 
and exhaustion are becoming, I believe,: increasingly common among children. 
I beg the parents of our schoolchildren and the supporters of these Chedarim to 
remember the fact and to draw the deduction. But, secondly, let them also 
bear in mind that the eight to ten hours a week which, in the 
Westminster School, are devoted to Hebrew and Religion, are, in 
the opinion of such judges as the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Singer, sufficient for 
their end. If a boy attend the school regularly, and pass_through all the 
standards, he will leave it with a knowledge of Hebrew and Religion which I 
shrewdly suspect would not have been appreciably increased by the tuition of 
the Talmud Torah Classes. Let the parents strive to promote regular atten- 
dance, and let them allow their children to remain their full time at school ; 
they will do more in this way for their general and spiritual well-being than by 
forcing their tired minds and bodies to receive (but not to assimilate) further 
instruction of unknown and untested quality. It may, moreover, be also noted 
that many parents pay corsiderable fecs to the Chedarim who are not unwilling 
to be the recipients of communal charity. This is a curious anomaly which 
hardly. deserves encouragement,

Srr,—My attention has been called to a circular issued by the newly-formed 
“ Jewish Historical Society of England,” convening a meeting for the 4th inst,, 
for the purpose of inaugurating what “itis hoped,” in the words of the circular, 

“will become an natal Golabicnitons of the return of the Jews to England.” 
desire, through the medium of the Jewish Chronicle to express my protest against 
this movement. It is difficult to conceive the wisdom of the policy which has 
suggested such an inauguration. The claim which land others of my faith have 
made within the last 55 years, was a claim for our rights to equal citizenship on 
the ground that. we were Englishmen. Such a movement as is now proposed 
would proclaim that we are not Englishmen, but merely a foreign element, per- 
mitted to live in England upon sufferance. I can only say that those eminent 
Jews with whom I was associated in early life in the struggle for civil and 
Saat equality, such men as the late Sir Francis Goldsmid, Sir 
avid Salomons and others, would have regarded with horror any attempt on 
the part of a later generation to subvert the position for which we contended, 
To Jews who are not Englishmen, but have migrated to this country, it is con- 
ceivable that the idea of celebrating the admission of the Jews to England might 
resent some attraction, but to those who for generations have been. born and 
red on British soil,who have never known anysocial barrier between themselves 
and Englishmen of other religions, the proposal is tantamount to offering a 
tribute of gratitude to one’s next door neighbour, for one’s right 
of citizenship. We have nothing to be grateful for,-in having, 
after long struggles, obtained. our rights, of which for four’ centuries we 
were wrongfully deprived. I sincerely trust that there will be no annual 
celebration of the resettlement of the Jews in England. The time has gone by 
for any such act of homage towards our non-Jewish fellow-subjects. There is 
too much heard about “privileges enjoyed”. by our coreligionists, I 
utterly repudiate the word in connection with an Englishman's birthright. If 
this movement were carried out, it would place the Jews of this country in a 
false position, representing them not as Englishmen, butasa band of foreigners, 
I venture to hope that my younger brethren who have initiated this movement 
will ponder very carefully before persevering in it. 3

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND THE BRITISH MUSEUM, 

Sin —Being desirous. recently whilst at the British Mus2um, to refer to-one 
of the Bye-Laws of the United Synagogue, I naturally turned to the catalogue, 
fully expecting to find a copy of these Bye-Laws. To my astonishment, no 
such work is included in the Museum collection, nothing in fact excepta copy 
of the original Act of Parliament, that established the Union of the London 
Synagogues, 

I noticed that of every potty organisation and union, not to mention the 
really important societies, there were catalogued the Annual Reports, Bye- 
Laws, Balance-shéets, and a large quantity of other literature, . 

For the sake of the future historian of Anglo-Jewish History, such as the 
President of the Jewish Historical Society of the year 194, and to enable the 
general public to learn the nature of the work parformed by the Uaited Syna- 
gogue, f would suggest that there be sent to the Trustees of the British 
Museum, copies of the Bye-Laws, with the alterations that have been made in 
them from time to time : a complete set, if obtainable, as they probably would 
be at the Central Office, of the Annual Reports and Balance-sheets since 1870 ; 
lists of the members of the constituent synagogues; the reports of local 
the various documents that 
emanate from the Central Office, such as the Report upon the appointment and 
functions of the Chief Rabbi; Agenda papers containing interesting matter, 
such as the one just issued, with the pronouncement of, the Executive Com- 
mittee upon the expediency of uniting the offices of Reader and Secretary, ete. 

All who are interested in the history of Anglo-Judaism will see the 
eminent desirability of a national institution, like the British Museum, possess- 
ing full records of one of our most important communal organisations ; and, 
as is well known, the Museum authorities will be only too happy to receive 
these documents into theff charge, lam certain that, at present the existence 
of the United Synagogue is totally unknown to the greater part of the educated 
world, and why the Union should hide its light under a bushel it is difficult to 
understand.

THE HAMBRO SYNAGOGUE’ 

Srr,—As an old member of this congregation, I trast you will allow ms to 
bring under the notic3 of the community the unfortunate position; in which 
myself and fellow members are placed. As is well-known, actuated by the 
desire to regain the important and prosperous positions formerly held .by the 
Hambro Synagogue in the London Jewish Community, as well as by an earnest 
wish to assist the United Synygogue to carry out their scheme (framed now 
some five years ago) for the establishment of a large place of worship in the 
East End, we voluntarily allowed our oid building in Fenacturch Street. to be 
pulled down;. but we most certainly did so, relying upon the pledge: of the 
Council to carry out their part of the contract. What in 15 months has been 
the result ? We have oeen relegated for Divine Worship. to the Hall of the 
Great Synagogue, totally inadequate upon Festivals to accommodate ourselves, 
much less our wives and children; and although I can vouct for the fact, that 


| four or five sites havealready been submitted to the Honorary Ollicers of the 


United Synagogue, yet the Council has never been asked to give their. decision 
upon any one of them. Our Committee have used their best endeavours to 
obtain what (in their opinion) were suitable positions for the erection of a new 
synagogue, and they are assured of the support of a large body of members 
when once the ground is even secured; but indifference or apathy seems to 
prevail in the counsel of our Elders, It has only been by the energy and per- 
suasion of our officials that our little band has held together, but it appears to 
me that itis the main idea of the rulers of the United Synagogue that on- 
Seatholders should be thoroughly disheartened before any ‘attempt is made to 
fix upon a spot for the erection of the New Hambro Synagogue. Although 
our deputations to Lord Rothschild and the Chief Ribbi have been ineffectual, 
a weapon yet remains in our hands, I heartily trugt that for the eake of pre- 
serving concord amongst us, there will be no occasion to resort thereto,

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS AND: HOLIDAY GIFTS, 
Srr,—Although the Board of Guardians bave been for some months past 
very accessible to suggestions in individual cisesa, which, from the statistics they 
furnish us with, must form but a small portion of the number with which they 
have to deal, it is almost impossible to discuss with them any plans for 

improving the methods at present in use for dealing with the rest. | 
And in approaching this question, we have first te recognise that they 
represent in one corporation three separate orders in the outside world. Their 
origin, I believe, was due to the insufficiency of the religious organisations to 
deal adequately with their poor, and they continue still to represent these and 
to carry out their views, most especially in the gifts of small sums:at Passover, 
the New Year and other religious festivals, to those not married in English 


| a though these gifts are quite indefensible from a Charity Organization 
Fociety’s point of view, and quite illegal for any poor-law Board of Guardians, 
} et all ministers of religion, and most irregular charitable agencies, feel it to be 


: a duty, as well as. a pieasure, to make small gifts and presents to their poorer 


nc ighbours at joyous festivals, and in so doing they have the full sympathy of 
tte general public, But these gifts are not intended to raise the general com- 
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dition of the poor, nor even to put any individual poor ina better ition to 
maintain the struggie for existence, but only to spread a little joy and happiness 
into their homes when their richer friends are rejoicing together in their own ; 
and for this reason they are generally distributed with kindly words of 
sympathy and by volunteer workers, while every appearance of officialism is 
most carefully avoided. 

For these reasons, I would suggest that in future the funds placed at the 
disposal of the Board for the relief of distress, be not taxed, either for the dis- 
tribution of gifts, or for enquiry into circumstances at any of the religious 
festivals, but that all this work be undertaken by the various synagogues, either 
working around their own districts, or choosing some district to work in if they 
have not many poor in their own neighbourhood, I do not mapenes that the 
gifts will be scientifically apportioned, but words of greeting will pass between 
the r and the rich, and the degrading overcrowding and weary struggling at 
the doors might be very much diminished, if the Board would agree to return 
this responsibility on to the proper shoulders ; and in so doing, the work of the 
Guardians and of the officials would be very much lightened, while the strain on 
the treasury would be considerably reduced. No doubt it may be feared that a 
certain portion of the Board's present income arises from sources which would 
be tapped by this division of labour, but surely the moral ‘effect both on the 

r, who would receive these gifts with some clearer understanding of the 

indly feelings of the original donors, and on the Board, who would be able to 

concentrate their energies on the real difficulties of how best and most perma- 
matreatly to relieve the indigent, would make it worth a trial. 

As this is an important departure, I will not trespass any further on your 
reader's patience and your kind hospitality on this occasion, but will remain

GERMAN HOSPITAL. 


Sir.—I see in the Jewish Chronicle this morning that a Roman Catholic 
_— complained at the last general meeting of the German Hospital that 
ewish and Catholic patients are compelled to attend Protestant services. The 
Chairman, in explanation, said that the Hospital is a Protestant Institution. 
Tentirely deny this. The Chairman should know that the German Hospital 
was brought into existence at the jinstance of the Jews. Those who laboured 
most zealously in its interests in the beginning, were Jews. My old lamented 
friend, Dr. Freund, brought the plan of the Hospital under public attention, 
and myself and many more of my coreligionists busily engaged ourselves in col- 
_lecting money and writing letters to influential persons to ensure effectual 
support, At last we were successful, ani the Hospital was established with 
success. 

After some time, Mr. Walbaum, the Protestant clergyman, brought forward 
an influentially-inspired motion that all the nurses should be Protestants, and it 
was carried. ‘Thereupon, Dr, Freund and all who worked for the. establishment 
of the Institution gave in their resignation, and ceased taking any interest in 
it. If there is now any attempt to compel Jewish or Catholic patients to attend 
Protestant services, subscribers should protest by the only means in their power, 
as we did when similar intolerance was shown in the case of the nurses,

Sir,—Anyone who knows Mr. Herbert Bentwitch- as well as I do, must 
have discovered soon in his acquaintance that in vituperation he is a 


past master. ‘The worthy gentleman mistakes it for invective ana 
sarcasm, and brings out the whole armoury of it upon every question with 


which he does not agree, As these inclade all on which it has happened he has 


not been consulted and appealed to with the proper deference he imagines is 
due to him—a matter on which he holds a far loftier opinion than the rest of the 
world—it comes about that he has had an almost unique practice in abuse,

Why 
one of the strongest arguments in favour of establishing local branches of tha 
Board in connection with each synagogue, is that there is now much disorganised 
almsgiving indulged in locally, and it is most desirable that the methods of the 
Board may replace the present indiscriminate and often harmful charity, 
What, however, stems to alarm Mr, Bentwitch most is that the establish- 
ment of these local branches will draw to other parts of London from the East 
End some of the poor people now located there. That the diminution of the 
denseness of the poverty mass in the East by the dispersal of the poor from 
their pauperising environments would give them a chance the more of rescuing 
themselves from the thraldom of pauperism and Mr. Bentwitch a chance the 
less for the exercise of his philanthropy, I am willing to believe has not entered 
his thoughts, No! worse—some of these poor might actually gu and take the 
liberty of breathing the same air as Mr, Bentwitch! Terrible prospect! And to 
think that although a conveyancer can tie up so tightly the land, 
the air up till now is free and even the atmosphere that beats about 
“Hampstead’s breezy heights” Mr, Bentwitch has only a_ right of 
user in common with any poor wretch that cares to breathe it! Hampstead, 
however, as I said in my letter has “practically no poverty” and 
it is not likely very soon to have much,so Mr. Bentwitch may take comfort. 
If, however, Hampstead became a neighbourhood in which our poor would be 
likely to find work, of course they would go there and the Hampstead Synagogue 


branch of the Board should have special charge of ar non. paso help. What I 
oar 


said in effect in my letter Irepeat: The one relief system now iu vogue 
tends on the one hand to keep near its doors an aggregation of poverty some of 
which could, with advantage, and ought to.be, migrated to other parts of the 
town, and there is a large amount of poverty in the far East, in the South and 
in the Western districts for which the present Board is practically unavailable, 
Miss Pinto gave an excellent instance of this in your last issue. 

There is just one other matter I should like to allude to, Mr, Bentwitch, 


' by implication, accuses me of being careless of the good reputé of the Hampstead 


Synagogue. It is “as one responsible” for such “good repute” that he has 
written, How far his letter has added to that repute, it is not for me to say, 
but in fairness to Mr, Bentwitch—in case he is misunderstood—I feel bound to 


explain that he holds peculiar views on this matter of “ good repute,” as well as. 


on others. As Carlyle would have said, the explanation ventured in his behalf 
“is significant of much.” At the outset of the meeting which appointed the 
Committee, Mr. Bentwitch found himself constrained to make a display of his 
anxiety for the “good repute” of Hampstead - Synagogue. Perkins 
but for this, Mr. Bentwitch would have held totally different views on the 
subject, would not have written to you, and would have spared me the trouble 
of this reply. I, for my part, freely forgive him, for it doubtless all 
arose through that feeling of responsibility Mr. Bentwitch felt for maintaining 
“the good repute of the Hampstead Synagogue.”

A WORD .IN DEFENCE. 
Sir,—At a recent meeting of the Board of Guardians, which was held for 


the special purpose of discussing the question of the Jewish unemployed, a 


member of the Board expressed himself to the following effect : 

_ “He had great sympathy with the unemployed, and felt sertain that thera was much 
distress and suflering from the dearth of work; but he would cantion the Board against 
receiving deputations, whose spokesmen wére paid agitators, and not bona fide workers. 
He was induced to offer the remark, because found that one of the spokesmen who 


| addressed the Executive Committee was a highly-skilled workman for whom the Bureau 
| of the Russo-Jewish Committee had found an excellent place at high wages, and who had, — 


directly the work had been found for him, refused it.” . 

It is an open secret that the individual referred to in the foregoing passages 
is Mr, E, Guilaroff, the Secretary of the Jewish Mantle Makers’ Union. I did 
not propose to dwell upon the doubtful propriety of utilising the records of the 
Bureau for the purpose of giving point to a personal attack, I hope, however, 
to demonstrate sufficiently by a simple, unadorned narration of facts the 
unwarrantable nature of the imputations cast upon Mr. Guilaroff. 

The gentleman named isa victim of Russian persecution. He received in 
his native land a good practical and classical education, On arrival in Eng- 
land he entered the service of the Liniff Electric Company, and remained 10 
this situation until the aoe neg, 3 was dissolved, when he received excellent 
references from the Directors, Even prior to this event, Mr, Guilaroff's ready 
sympathies had been enlisted on behalf of his suffering brethren, He now 
became the Secretary of the Jewish Mantle Makers’ Union, at a weekly wage 
of eight shillings, which small payment he eked out by occasional work as 4 
translator. He found, however, that he was unable to earn a subsistence, 8° 
he requested the Russian Committee to send him to America. 

The Russian Committee refused to emigrate Guilaroff, but they obtained 
for him a situation where he could have earned from thirty to forty shillin 


weekly. He accepted the situation, and handed his resignation to the Mantie — 


Makers’ Union. Under the energetic management of Guilaroff, the Union had 
considerably increased in numbers and power. Now, the very existence of the 
Union was at stake, A meeting was convened, and the members besought 


_ their Secretary not to abandon his work, and offered to increase his salary to 


twenty shillings weekly. The alternatives were self and comparative affluence 


on the one hand, a bare subsistence and the “service of man” on the other. 


None who knew Guilaroff would doubt what would be his choice, He sacr! 


ficed self. 


_Events have amply justified the action of the Union members, When 
‘Guilaroff became their Secretary, they numbered forty, to-day they number five 
hundred. Their Secretary is an indefatigable worker, -He 
registers and account books of the Union. Hecollects contributions. 
out fresh members. He prevents old members falling out of line, 
arranges pacifically differences which spring up between man and master. He 
makes himself aware of every fluctuation in the price of labour in the mantle 
making branch. Moreover, he has founded a club for Union members in the

For some time past Guilaroff has been engaged in learning the 
mantle making trade, in order that he may be enabled in the future to champion 
the cause of his fellow-workers, without incurring the merest suspicion of 
mercenary motive. 

The moral of the foregoing recital is identical with that of the Jewish 
Chronicle leader of last week. We must obtain close personal knowledge of the 
Jewish poor, We must approach them as kind friends and not as harsh judges, 
“ We must in short, as a community, recover our touch with every section of it.

OBITUARY. 


PROFESSOR LOUIS L. LEWANDOWSKL 


We regret to announce that Professor Louis Lazarus Lewandowski, the 
eminent Jewish music-director and composer, died in Berlin on Saturday last— 
but eighteen days after the death of his wife. Professor Lewandowski was a 
native of Wreschen, Posen, where he was born on April 3rd, 1823; he was 
therefore 71 years of age. On December 27th, 1890, a brilliant gathering 
assembled in the Festsaal of the Geeellschaft der Freunde, Berlin, to do honour 
to the veteran singer, composer and choir director, who on that occasion cele- 
brated the completion of his fiftieth year of office as Choir-master of the New 
Synagogue in Berlin. As an authority on Jewish music, Lewandowski was 
without compeer, and his soul-stirring melodies for the Synagogue Service 
obtained world-wide fame. A very few only are known in England, as cur choirs 
have not reached the high standard of those for which the eminent 
composer wrote, Onthe occasion of celebrating the 25th year of his office, 
Zunz, who presided, said to Lewandowski, “ through your compositions the old 
thoughts become fresli, and express living feelings.” Dr. Karpeles, who occupied 


a similar position at the great banquet in 1890, said that Lewandowski had. 


awoke Jewish music, which had laid dormant for two thousand years, to new 
life, and had endowed it with fresh vigour. He was made Royal Director of 
Music by the Emperor William I., and in 1890 the present Emperor conferred 
upon him the title of Professor of Music. As a composer of the Lord's Songs, 
the fame of Lewandowski will long be iensiinteted and revered in I[erael, 
He was buried on Wednesday in the Cemetery at Weissensee. 


PROFESSOR M. A. STERN. 

We regret td announce the death of the aged mathematician, M. A. Stern, 
the father of the historian, Herr Alfred Stern. The deceased scholar was born 
at Frankfort in 1808, and had therefore entered his 80th. year. 
standing this great age, he not only enjoyed excellent health, bat was possessed 
of great vigour and energy. . : 

Early in life—in 1820—Herr Stern-went to. Gottingen to a private’ tutor- 
ship in mathematics. His great abilities were soon recognised, and secured for 
him an Extraordinary Professorship in 1848, which was converted into an ordi- 
For more than fifty years Professor Stern. 
taught at Gottingen. It-was asa teacher that his talents found their best outlet 
He possessed remarkable powers of: elucidating his subject and interesting’ his 
pupils. The latter were always bound to him by ties of respect and attention, 
and many look back with gratitude to the days they spent in his lecture-room. 
But clever as be was in his own special department, Stern was no mere 
mathematician. He was a great personality, and his tastes ranged over every 
department of literature, from the scientilic to the purely imaginative. He had 
a clear judgment in all matters socia!, religious and political, and did not scruple 


to state definitely and courageously what he thought and felt on any matter-of@ 


importance. 

His culture was many sided. From his earliest years he had studied 
Hebrew, and had been brought into contact with scholars and theologians of the 
Jewish faith. The knowledge thus acquired he treasured to liia latest years, 
and on several occasions he wrote critical essays on. Oriental questions for the 
dress. early. io the forties a reform movemnt set in among the Jéwish 
congregation of his native city, he joined in sympathy with the Frankfiirter 
Reform Freunde, and wrote programmes, regulations, and several articles to 
further the movement. 

After teaching at Gottingen for more than half.a century, he retired to live 
with a son at Berne, and later removed with him to Zurich, where he ended his 
days. | 


COMMANDANT ABRAHAM BLUM. 


A gallant Jewish soldier, Commandant Abraham Blum, has passed away at 
Boulogne in bis 7ist year. Asa Sub-Lieutenant be took part in the whole of 
the Criméan War, (On the 8th September, 1455, when the assault was made on 
Sebastopo], Leuitenant Blum took part with his regiment (the Zad Voltigeurs 
of the Impevial Guard) in the operations against tae Little Nedan; and waa 
struck by a ball fired from a carbine, which, after penetrating the neck lodged 
For more than two years 
his arm was heldina sling. During the campaign he received the Order of the 
Medjidie. The Cross of the Legion of Honour was not conferred on him until 
after his returr, as it was believed he had died on the battlefield, Ia 1850, as 
soon a3 war was declared with Austria, Lieutenant Blum left for Italy with 
the 2nd Voltigeurs, and was wounded atthe Battle of Solferino. Promoted te 
the rank of Captain on the field, he retired as Chief of Battalion in June, 1470 ; 
but during the Franco-Prussian War he was appointed Adjutant Major of the 
National Guard of Paris, in which capacity he served throughout the Siege, In 
1875, when the Territorial Army was organised, Captain Blum was one of 
the tirst to offer his services, and was appointed Chef of the 19th Territorial, 
which he commanded with remarkable zeal. 


LOUIS MEYER. 

The Privy Councillor of Sommerce, Louis Ephraim Meyer, of Hanover 
died there suddenly on the Zad inst, at the age of 72. He was a well-known 
banker and a great philanthropist. When 15 years of age he entered his father's 
banking establishment, which on the latter's demise, was continued by the son 
and developed into a very large and renowned concern, Privy Councillor 
Meyer, who was highly esteemed, was on the Boards of several industrial 
undertakings, for many years a member of the Hanover Chamber of Commerce, 
and a member of the Committee of the Imperial Bank of Germany.

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THE PROPOSED MAIDA VALE SYNAGOGUE. | 


A meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portugucse Congregation was 
held last Sunday at the New Synagogue, Great St. Helen’s, for the purpose of 
considering the following resolution that was passed at a recent meeting of the 
Elders of the Congregation : “ That the Mahamad having laid before the Elders 
the Letter and Petition addressed to them by the Committee appointed to pro- 
mote the establishment of a Branch Synagogue in the Maida Hill district, the 
sathe be submitted to a mesting of Yehidim on Sunday next, with the intima- 
tion that, while recognising the inconvenience to which a certain number of 
valued members of the congregation, residing near the Marble Arch, would be 
exposed by the closing o the Bryanston Street Synagogue, they are of 
opinion that the scheme is deserving of the serious and favourable considera- 
tion of the Yehidim.” Mr, MocatTta presided. 

Mr. Freperick B. Hatrorp, the Chairman of the Provisional Committee 
in explanation of the Scheme, said that the Yehidim, Yehidot an 
Congregantes of the Synagogue residing in the Maida Vale district held a meeting 
in November last, when it was resolved that it was desirable to take steps to 
establish a synagogue in Lauderdale Road, Sutherland Avenue, in conjunction 
with the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. A Comittee was elected, 
Bryanston Street Synagogue was 


of Bryanston Street, there were 93 Yehidim who resided within a mile of Maida 
Hill,. In very many instances it was impossible for members of the congrega- 
tion to attend Bryanston Street Synagogue, owing to the distanca that elderly 
persons and young children would have to walk, and the accommodation at the 
synagogue in Bryanston Street was insufficient. Of course there were some for 
whom the proposed synagogue would not be so convenient as that at Bryanston 
Street, but he would mention that Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, for whom the 
Maida Vale Synagogue would be rather inconvenient, had agreed with the 
majority and consented, to sink his individuality for the good of the congrega- 
tion, I'he Committee presented a petition to the Mahamad, signed by 160 
members of the Bryanston Street Synagogue, and when the question was raised 
of a temporary synagogue in Maida Hill, 108 promisés were received to rent 
seats at an annual payment. The Committee recognised that a new synagogue 
in Maida Hill would practically bring about the closing of the Bryanston Street 
Synagogue, but it was felt that the time had arrived when a synagogue in tne 
inidst of the large majority of the Yehidim must. be provided. Mr. M. A. N. 
Lindo, the Vice-Chairman of the Provisional Committee, had obtained 
the offer of the proposed site for 9 years, at a ground rent of £2 per 
annum for the first. five years, and £30 per annum for the remainder 
of the term, Should Parliament grant the powers that are being applied 
for, a lease on. the same terms for 99 years would be granted, It was 
proposed to provide 400 seats in the new synagogue, and the Committee estimate 
the cost, including a houee for the Minister; to amount to £5,100, and they 
therefore asked the Mahamad for a grant of £3,000, believing that with effort 
they would be able to collect the balance of £2,100, It was also 
pointed out that the loss of incomye to .the congregation entailed by the 
proposed. scheme would be exactly balanced. by the amount that 
would .be saved by the closing of the Bryanston Street Synagogue ; 
and, further, that the roof of Bryanston Street was in urgent 
need of repair at an estimated cost of from £1.20) to £1,500. The 
financial position of the scheme made no mention of the sale of the building in 
Bryanston Street, but the Committee did not doubt that the ground landlord 
would make terms, either to buy the property or allow the Vongregation to pull 
it down and build dwelling-houses on the site, and the Committee were also of 
opinion that it would afford a good opportunity to the Congregational Orphan 

a play-ground, adjoining the proposed synagogue, 
to the mutual advantage of the Institution and the Congregation. Mr. Halford 
concluded by acknowledging his indebtedness to Mr. M. A. N. Lindo for the 
energy and. zeal which he had displayed’ in connection with the movement 
and also thanked the other members of the Committee. 


Mr. GApRIEL LINDO said that great credit was due to the younger members 


‘of the Congregation for the way in which they had initiated the movement for | 


a syuagogue in Maida Vale. It was very satisfactory to see when an occasion 
arose there were young men in the community who would follow in the foot- 
steps of their forefathers. There was no doubt that the Synagogue in 
Bryanston Street was inconvenient to many of its members, Toaurty-five 
years ago when that Synagogue was established most of the congregants 
lived in the vicinity of the Marble Arch, but now about three-fifths 
resided in the neighbourhood of Maida dill, and he ventured 
to think that a place of worship should be where ths worshippers were. He 
moved the following resolutions: (1), The Elders having placed before this 
——e duly convened according to Ascameh, the letter and petition addressed 
to the Mabamad by the Committee appointed to promote the establishment of 
a Branch Synagogue in the Maida Hill district, it is resolved that the pro- 
posed Branch is necessary, and should be established.

ortman, or otherwise disposed of. (3). That such a Committee consist of 
the Gentlemen of the Mahamad, and Messrs. F. B. Halford, M. A. N. Lindo, M. 
J.Garcia, and C, A. Mocatta. (4), That it be arecommendation to the Elders 
tomake a grant of £3,00) towards the new synagogue, provided the Special 
Committee hereby appointed app-ove of the said scheme, and a sum of at least 
£2,100 be evereny subscribed for that purpose. 

Mir, A. UD. DE Pass said that originally the now Bryanston Street Synagogue 
had been established in Wigmore Street, but several of the influential members 
of the congregation migrating westward, it was deemed advisable to remove the 
synagogue, Now, aftera period of 35 years, it was found that most of the 
seatholders in the Bryanston Street Synagogue resided in Maida Vale, and it was 
proposed to build a synagogue in that district. He thought that the proposition 
that had been made was quite reasonable, as he could fully confirm. the 

statement of Mr, Halford respecting the roof of Bryanston Street Synagogue, 
and he not think that the financial statistics that had beon presented were very 
material. If in the proposed new synagogue there was a good congregation, 
the influence of the synagogue would be so great that he was quite sure the 
balance-sheet would recoup them for the loss of interest on £3.000 grant.

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THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 
| 


The volume of accounts for 1894 of the United Synagogue which has been 
issued to the members of the Council, in anticipation of next Tuesday’s meeting 
is, on the whole, very satisfactory reading. The surplus of the General Account 
on the year’s working, was £1,734, an increase of over £700 on the result of 1892, 
but £1,000 lees than that of 1891. The surplus is attributed to the healthy con- 
ditions of the General Account rather than to increased revenue of the Constituent 
Synagogues. The large amount of the balance will enable the Treasurers to 
reduce the general assessment for 1894 to 19 per cent., the lowest yet made, to 
meet the charitable and general expenditure of the United Synagogue. The 
deficits of the Hambro, New, Borough, East London, North London and Hammer- 
smith amounted to £860, which were met by contributions from the seven 
“solvent” synagogues. | 

The Funded Property of the United Synagogue shows an augmentation of 
about £2,500 in the past year, although £700 stock was sold out tor the purposes 
of the Hampstead Synagogue ; £3,180 stock was purchased, about half being 
due to recoupments by local synagogues. The Funded Property now stands at 
£33,087 a nominal decrease of £6,082 since the amalgamation in 1870, but 
during that period upwards of £50,000 stock Uhas been sold out towards 
the erection and enlargement of synagogues, the purchase of cemeteries and 
other properties. There is a balance of over £25,000 due from local synagogues. 
Altogether, the Funded Property may be regarded as in a very healthy condition 
indeed. 

The total.number of male seatholders betrays a falling off, being 3,222 
against 3,240 in 1892. The offerings really show a tlight decrease although in 
the Report of the Treasurer they are made to give an increase of £365, but as 
£369 was contributed by Hampstead, whose offerings did not come into the 1893 


‘account, there is really a decrease of £4. The highest average of offerings is at 


the West End Synagogue—£4 8s. 4d., and the lowest is its neighbour, Hammer- 
smith, with but 17s, 10d, actually a penny less than at Kast London. The number 
of marriages bas again increased to 741, against 715 in 1892, They have more 
than doubled in a decade, having been 349 only in 1883 ; without a single break 
thev show a gradual increase from 1877, when they were 263, to 1893, when they 
were nearly three times that number—741. The remarks of the Treasurers, in 
previous reports, on legacies, appear to have borne some fruit ; at any rate, the 
amount bequeathed shows an increase, especially to local funds. In this way, 
congregations may in course of time build up effective reserves.

“RESETTLEMENT DAY.” 


Tue term “ Resettlement Day” has already won its way into popular 


favour with the Anglo-Jewish community. If any augury for the fature 


can be drawn from the present, then the large and representative assembly | 
in the rooms of the Maccabeans on Sunday last lends colour to the antici-— 


pation that the commanity will be ready to respond to the call made upon 


its emotions. Mr. F. D. Mocarra, with characteristic generosity, frankly 
admitted: that he has now been converted to the more optimistic views 
entertained by the founders of the Jewish Historical Society of England. 


The latter held that there is quite sufficient in the history of the Jews of 


‘England to strike the imagination and appeal to the historical consciousness 
of Jews. The Society has achieved a triumph ; it’remains for it to follow up 
its vietory by efforts which shall constract out of the coup a permanent 


~We are no advocates of chauvinism. Jewish history is the history of 


the world; not of asingle nation, Hence we gladly welcome such efforts as 


} hospitable shores. 
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those recently made by Toynbee Hall, and are now being seconded in Man- - 
chester, where the Rey. L. M. Simmons is about to deliver a course of six 
lectures on “The Post-Biblical History of Israel,” and we trast that the 
result will be such as will encourage the repetition of ‘the movement. In the 
spring, Mr. Isrart Apranams will give another course of lectures in the 
East End, on the Maccabman period, and in the autumn a further course of 
ten lectures, on the “ History of Hebrew Poetry.” These latter series will 
probably be University Extension Courses. | 

This is all most pleasing, and we have no doubt that the Jewish 
Historical Society of England will support euch efforts to promote the study 
of general Jewish history. Indeed, the Society has already offered a small 
grant to Toynbee Hall for the purpose, and with the increase of its funds. 
such grants will increase too. But it cannot be expected that the Jewish 
public will be very much moved by the recital of the story of Israel's past, 
unless that recital appeals to the- emotions, and strikes home. 
One of the most remarkable phenomena of modern times has been 
the growth of patriotism among the Jews of Europe. It is a commonplace 
of contemporary observation that the Jews of Germany, despite the step 
motherly treatment to which they have been subjected, are among the most 


intensely patriotic of the Kaiser's subjects. And so with France and with 


England. In England there has been nothing to disturb the harmony, to 
strike a discordant note. In England, national feeling thus rans high, and 
the Jews of this country, if they are to be roused to take a strong interest 
in Jewish history, must be drawn by patriotic cords, 

The celebration of “ Resettlement Day” will, it is to be hoped, give an 
annual opportunity for that combination: of English national feeling and 
Jewish sentiment for which the present moment is rife. The romantic tale 
told on Sunday last by the Corer and Mr. can never 
become stale. New aspects will always present themselves, and supply material 
for fresh outbursts o eloquence and for picturesque presentment, The 
account which Mr. Wotr gave of the secret Marrano community of erypto- 
Jews, meeting by stealth in Creechurch Lane, brought home to his hearers 
what the medieval life of the Jews had beer in most parts of Europ», brought 
the knowledge home to his hearers’ very doors. And how shall one find 
words to paint fairly the figure of Menassen pen Israev, the figure which 
gave a strongly poetical glamour to the whole of the resettlement episode ? 
The Carer Raxst did well to term his paper a “ Homage to Menasseh ben 
Israel,” for homage is the right attitude. Mernassen, as Mr. Wotr has. © 
conclusively shown, did not altogether succeed in his mission to Cromwext. 
But his presence in England in 1655 elevated the discussion, and brought 
the question of the return into the current of the Paritan idealism. 
Menassen hf&d—something in him of the inspired’ missionary, 
and the extraordinary fact may be noted that amidst all the 
opposition which his efforts aroused in some of the clerics of the England of 
the Commonwealth, amidst all the petitions and counterpetitions, the pleas 
and demurrers, which the agitating controversy produced in so abundant a 
swarm, not one word of disrespect, not one phrase of anything but eulogy 
and regard, was ever penned or uttered concerning Menasseu himself, It 
was obvious that his coming to England was a sacrifice, not an act of self- 
seeking. In all his writings, in all his deeds, Menasseu was the enthusiast, 
But it cannot be fairiy said that he was wanting in tact or savoir faire.’ His 
“ Vindicie Judeorum” was a masterpiece, and it may be hoped that the 
Jewish Historical Society will republish this essay together with ail the 
petitions and other documents bearing on the Resettlement of the Jews in 
England. | 

One point in the celebration of the Resettlement has excited some con- 
troversy. For our part we are inclined to doubt whether Burton's reference 
to a ‘‘seasonable benefaction about February 4th, 1657, can refer to any- 
thing else than a monetary gift. Historical students of the period have 
privately expressed a similar opinion. Brcrrox’s language, however, is 
admittedly erratic in several passages, and Mr. Wotr might contend that it 
ig not fair to hold Burrow down to the ordinary laws. of English. But 
until further evidence is forthcoming we must regard it as very improbable 
that Cromwacu delayed his reply to the Jewish petitions. for so long a 
period. Even if Mewassen’s mission was not immediately successful, still 
it seems clear from many indications that the success was not long deferred.

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THE JEWISH HISTORIOAL SOCIETY OF ENGLAND. 


“RESETTLEMENT DAY.” 


A numerous and influential company of ladies and gentlemen assembled at 
the rooms of the Maccabwans on Suaday evening last, to celebrate the anniversary 
of Jewish legal resettlement in England. 

Mr. Lucien Wor, President of the Society, who occupied the chair, in 
opening the proceedings expressed his extreme gratification at the splendid 
meeting assembled to celebrate the * birthday ” of the London Jewish Community. 
The selection of that particular day had been much criticised); but it was satis- 
factory that at length a day had been chosen. He then called upon the Chief 
Rabbi to read his paper, entitled “ A Homage to the memory of Menasseh ben 
Israel,” the first part of which is printed in another column. 

After an interval of a quarter of an hour, during which the company 
inspected the collection of portraits and tracts placed on exhibition, the 
President read his paper on “ The Founders of the Anglo. Jewish Community.” 

Mr. Lucign Wotr said that the notes he had to bring before the Society 
were a sort of gloss on the eloquent paper of the Chief Rabbi, inasmuch as they 
constituted an investigation and amplification of the reference of Dr. Adler to 
the existence of a secret Jewish community in London at the time of, and prior 
to the visit of Menasseh ben. Isracl. Until seven years ago, when he (the 
speaker) stumbled by a lucky accident on the clue to this curious colony, its very 
existence was unsuspected by historical students. Since then he iad accumu- 
lated a considerable amount of information with regard to it, and he thought the 
celebration that day was an appropriate occasion for placing some of his results 
before the Society. Indeed, they.owed. it to the memory of those enterprising 
ancestors of theirs to dwell upon their names that day, seeing that they were 
celebrating for the first time the birthday of tie community to which these 
Marranos had stood in loco parentis. There was good reason to believe that the 
Crypto-Jews under the Protectorate had already a private Synagogue in Cree 
Church Lané, Leadenhall Street, when Menasseh arrived in England. Indeed, 
early in 1655, the existence of Jewish synagogues in London was specifically 
recorded by a conversionist pamphileteer of Jewish birth. Mr. Wolf cited a mass 
of circumstantial evidence in support of this statement, and expressed his opinion 

that if a Marrano Synagogue existed one year before the Resettlement, it was 
very likely that it hada long history behind it. Marranos were known to have 
settled in England as early as the 15th century. In'the Peninsula they had 
most tenaciously kept up their Jewish worship in secret congregations under tie 
very nose of the Inquisition, and they were not likely to abandon the practice in 
England, where ‘the risks of molestation were much less serious. Having: 
enumerated five reasons for believing that a Marrano Synagogue existed in 
Pre-Readwission times, Mr. Wolf proceeded to consider the congregation which 

robably worshipped within its walls. Here, he said, he was on firmer ground. 
rhe existence of Crypto-Jews ia Londén prior to Menasseh’s mission was no 
longer a mere speculation. He had succeeded in tracking no fewer than thirty 
of its members. Their identification rested chiefly on three documents—The 
Jewish petition to Cromweli in March 1656; the dossier of the Robles Denuncia- 
tion case, and the will of Antonio Fernandez Carvajal—of which he had much 
pleasure in presenting the Society with copies. Mr. Wolf then enumerated the 
names of the Marranos he had discovered, giving also the various aliases under 
which they had passed; and the documentary evidence on which their identifica- 
tion rested. Incidentally he mentioned that by dint of years of research he had 
succeeded not only in snatching their disguise from these secret Jews, but also 
in accumulating materials for their biographies 6n a considerable scale. ‘Of six 
of them he had even discovered the banking accounts, which on some future 
occasion he proposed submitting to the Society. The facts he had given that 
evening were only dry bones, but they were the skeleton of a story which had a 
deeply romantic side. 
au naturel and to study them closely before. the historic imagination could be 
allowed to breathe into them the breath of picturesque life, and if he had wearied 
his hearers with his arid recital of names and dates, that. must be his apology. 
He claimed, however, to have added some new facts to their stores of historical 
materials—facts which he was certain would one day supply the framework for 
one of the most engrossing pages in Anglo-Jewish History. 

Mr. Israet ApranAms, Hon. Secretary of the Society, said they had heard 
two. highly interesting papers, which were fair specimens of those which the 
Society would endeavour to provide in the futuro, There was an important point 
regarding Menasseh’s visit to England, which might be imeationed as a corollary 
from the two papers. Menasseh gave to the resettlement a character totally 
different from the formation of Jewish communities in other lands. But for 
him, the re-entry of the Jews into England would have had, as elsewhere, a 
purely commercial character ; the settlers would have numbered only self-seekers, 
scarcely deserving ‘a place in Jewish history. 
however, they had a man with something of the spirit of the old prophets 
in him. Hence, they owed to him more gratitude than to many other pioneers 
of the race. in the mention of the men who had taken part in the resettlement. 
there had been that night no adequate praise of Cromwell. They very much 
regretted that there was none present to pronounce a suitable eulogy upon that 

reat and remarkable man. Possibly next year there would be no such omission. 
Yet considering the success, which had already been theirs, they ought to con- 
gratulate Mr. Wolf on the splendid idea which had brought them there that 
evening. It was quite an insignificant matter whether the date of the permission 
to resettle was or was not February 4th. In ordinary Jowish years, February 
corresponded with the month of Adar ; and, perhaps Dr. Adler would select some 
date in Adar for the annual celebration. of an English Purim. At any rate, they 
might rejoice that they had determined to celebrate the event at all. They had, 
in the gathering that night, a specimen of what might be expected in the future, 
and there could be little doubt that the Jewish Historical Society of England 
had a long and brilliant future before it. | | 

_ Mr. F. D, Mocarra said he was glad that he had been asked to speak 
because he had been one of those who, though not “throwing cold water” on 
the scheme, had doubted whether there was suflicient in Anglo-Jewish History to 
Make the subjectinteresting.

The Rev. Dr, Léwy said that twenty years ago he had been engiged in 
rpecially studying the life of Menasseh ben Israel. Monasseh appeared early to 
have had in view the endeavour to promote the emancipation of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews. He had a vision in which the Spirit of Wisdom appeared and 
urged him to publish a variety of books and devote himself to a variety of 
studies. For example, the spirit said to Menasseh: “I have made thea a liglit t) 
the nations.” Dr. Liwy considered that when Menasssh wrote thus he had 
already conceived the idea that he would be the leader to bring back the Jews to 
England. With respect to David Dormido, he was Warden of the synagogue in 
Amsterdam. When Menasseh wrote his book on “ Daily Observances,” ha sent 
the MS. to Dormido, who submitted it to the great scholars of the day. They 
approved of the learning, and réeturnel it to the Wardens, who thereup sn 
informed Menasseh that the work could ba printed. Dr. Lowy said he had be2n 
inquisitive to know whether Menasseh really had been conversant with ten 
languages, Dr. Kayserling had disputed that he bad known Latin: and he 
himself had found the original petition to Cromwell was written in French. It 
was probable, therefore, that Menassel: had had the aid of his friends in his 
several writings in different tongues. That, however, did not prove that he was 
not a benefactor ‘of mankind. Menasseh wis a man of ordinary abilities, not 
extraordinary. 

Mr. ALrrep G. Henriques, in moving a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi 
and Mr. Wolf, said that what they had heard that night had shattered many of 
his idols. Menagseh, it appeared, instead of being the leader ofa deputation, 
camé almost alone.” The Jews had to thank -Charles II. as much as 
Cromwell for their re-admission. . Whilst politicil circumstances di not 
allow Cromwell to readily accept the Jews, Charles IL. laboured under no such 
difficulty. Acts of Parliament allowed the settlement of Jews in Jamaica, and 
probably these enactments of Charles LU. led to the original foundation of the 
Jewish communities in the West Indies. 

Mr. Joseru Jacoss briefly seconded the vote of thanks. 

The Cuigr RaAwei in responding, said be had carefully abstained from 
mentioning the progress which had been made since the resettlement, -in order to 
avoil any indulgence in buncombe and chauvinism. .

He simply followed Graetz, in consid-ring Menassel not so great as did Dr. 
Adler... He admitted, however, that in the promotion of the resettlement, only 
two men were really disinterested, Menasseh and Oliver Cromwell. They repre- 
sented the ideal side of that transaction. The Marranos had acted for 
their own interest, really desiring to prevent an influx of poor Jews. At 
that time, Spanish Jews had not much to complain about, whilet the Polish 
were suffering terrible persecution. The Jews owed no gratitude to Charles II., 
for it appeared from a Privy Council order, that the king only confirmed to 
the Jews the privileges they had enjoyed under Cromwell. The Jews 
had, of course, rendered him service, and it was probable that the king owed 
more to the Jews then they did to bim.—(A laugh). In the Roundhead ranks,

correspondents in their literary work, Yet at the same time, he was not oblivious 
of the duties which he owed his brethren in faith. Many members of his ro ga 
gation: were Marannos, who, through fear of the Inquisition, had neglect i to 
teach the Bible to their children, and to conform to the ordinances of Judaism. 
With the view of preventing the evils that might spring from this ignorance, he 
wrote a Spanish translation of the Pentateuch and Haphtaroth, and a work con- 
cerning the ritual law, entitled 7'soro dos Dinim, the last part of which, treating of 
matrimony, is appropriately{dedicated to the very noble and virtuous ladies of the 
Portuguese nation. He also composed a Hebrew work written in a very pleasant 
and lucid style, entitled O%Mm M5’) on Immortality and the transmigration of souls, 
There is a copy in the library of the Beth Hamedrash which is of especial interest, 
containing as it does marginal notes, and here and there sharp criticisms, written 
in the neat and clear hand of a former Chief Rabbi of England, Rabbi Hirsch 
Berlin. 

Now I do nct preten'l to say that any of these works are of abiding value, or 
betray much originality. But they do show signs of wide and catholic readiog. 
He quotes Euripides and Virgil next to the Midrash and Zohar. “ He quotes 
Duns Scotus and Albertus Magnus with Gabirol and Nachmanides, Paul de Burgos 
and Nicolaus de Lyra next to the Cabbalists, Isaac Luria and Moses Corduero,” 
His writings are pervaded with a vivid desire to imbue his coreligionists with an 
ardent devotion to their faith. But they are also marked with a strong tinge of 
mysticism. He had by no means emancipated himself from the superstitions of 
his age. | . 

It might have been supposed that one so zealous in all good works, one, who 
by his personal worth, had contributed to earn so rich a measure of respect for 
his community, would have been freed from all anxiety about earning his daily 
bread. This, however, was not the case. His stipend as Chacham was exces- 
sively small. His printing press yielded him a precarious income. He had not 
sufficient to maintain his modest household. For shortly after his sppointment 
as minister he had married Rachel Soeira, the great granddaughter of Isaac 
Abravanel, who bore him two sons, Joseph and Samuel, and a daughter, named 
Grace.

By a re-arrangement of the dormitories, it has been found 
that 280 children can be accommodated, but this is the largest number, without 
overcrowding, that the present building can contain. The maintenance of this 
increased number will involve a large additional annual expenditure, which it is 
hoped will be met by a corresponding increase of subscriptions. When the 
necessary support is assured, the Committee will be ready to receive a further 
scheme of extension, but they are certain that more good is achieved by turning 


- out a moderate number of children in a thoroughly efficient manner than a much 


larger one, whose training would be less thorough on account of inadequate 
means. The number of children in the institution from the provinces is 45.

Sir Charles Wilson will preside on the occasion of Mr. Marcus Adler's 
lecture at Jews’ College, on Saturday, April 7th. He will make a very 
appropriate chairman. Mr. Adler will lecture on “ Jewish Pilgrimages to Pales- 
tine,” and Sir Charles Wilson is the President of the “Early Pilgrims’ Texts 
Society.” Moreover, Sir Charles was closely associated with Warren and Conder 
in the important work carried out by the Palestine Exploration Society, It will 
be noticed that the meeting at Tavistock House will on that occasion be on 
Saturday instead of Sunday ; and the hour will be, exceptionally, 8.50, 


Rabbiner Ph. Lederer’s little dictionary of the abbreviations used in 
Rabbinical literature (Hebriiische und Chaldiische Abbreviaturen, Kauffmann, 
Frankfurt-am-Main, 1894) will be found useful, though hardly so serviceable as 
one would have anticipated. Buxtorf and others have been before Lederer, 
though that does not render a new compilation superfluous, Nowhere are 
abbreviations more frequently employed than in Jewish commentaries to the 
Bible and halachic works. Some of these abbreviations are peculiar to the 
individual writer or to his subject ; others are persistently used by all writers in 
Hebrew. It was the latter class which needed fullest treatment, but Mr. Lederer 
has devoted his chief attention to the former, somewhat to the neglect of the 
more constantly recurring abbreviations, Hence his pages are overcharged with 
unnecessary matter, and it is alsoa pity that when the same abbreviation 
has several meanings these latterare not arranged alphabetically by the com- 
piler, 


The January number of the Theologische Zeitschrift had a long, appreciative 
notice of Mr, C, G. Montefiore’s “ Hibbert Lectures,’ by that eminent critic, 
Badde, Unfortunately, the latter scholar writes with overmuch prejudice 


against Graetz and other Jewish commentators. 


Dr, Adolf Biichler will write the “ Programm” of the Vienna Seminary 
next year.

Talking of Jellinek, I hear that Dr, Adolph Kurrein, of Teplitz, has been

Dr. Kurrein was a favourite pupil of Jellinek, and 
collaborated with the latter in some of his publications. 


The Rev. Isidore Myers, B.A , has done well to publish simultaneously, in 
England and America, his pretty volume, entitled “Gems from the Talmud” 
(Simpkin, Marshall and Co., 13894), I have already said that I differ in principle 
from Mr, Myers as to the lawfulness of translating the sayirgs of Rabbis into 
rhyme. Hence I need not again discuss this point. Looking at the result, it 
will be felt by all that Mr. Myers has made a very fine selection of passages, 
and that he has rendered them into rhyme, if not into metre, with ingenuity and 
success. Considering the trammels of rhyme with whica Mr, Myers has weighted 
himself, the translations are remarkably literal and exact, the only fault being 
an occasional tendency to expand a passage, aad thus rob it of its epigrammatic 
terseness, But this fault is rare.. In the large majority of cases Mr. Myers bas 


_. kept strictly to his text, and has given English readers a very acceptable book, 


It is very suitable for presents and prizes, and it may be hoped that the sale 
will be commensurate with the value and importance of the work, I will give

THE PERSECUTION OF THE TALMUD. 


On Sunday evening the Rev: Dr. M, Gaster read a paper, with the above 
title, at a meeting of tne Pirché Zion Society (a society of young men), held at 
the Portuguese School in Heneage Lane, Mr, N. Mayer, President of the 
Society, occupied the chair, 

Dr. GasTer, in the course of his paper, said that the sam; fate as, 
had overtaken the Jews, and the same treatment as had bsen meted out to them 
had also befallen their literature. The brunt of the persecation was borne by 
one book in which the enemies of the Israeiites thought to recognise the source 
of Israel's vitality, the hidden spring of its remarkable strength, the bulwark 
of the Jewish nation. By stretching a point,.one might say that the persecu- 
tion of the Talmud began with the sect of the Caraites. This first attack, 
though producing a profound cleavage in the hitherto close union, was, however. 
not followed by grave consequences, as it partook more of the character ofan - 
internal dispute. But the question assumed quite a different aspect when the 
Christian Church took up the fight. The generals in the attack on the Talmud 
were invariably renegades and apostates, and the soldiers and followers were 
fanatical monks, besotted kings, and popes who sought salvation and riches in 
the plunder of the Jews. The first accuser was a renegade named Nicolaus 
Donin, and he approached Pope Gregory IX, with calumnious statements, every 
one of which was believed by that Pontiff, who in 123) ordered the burning of 
all copies of the Talmud, A public disputation was held in Paris between the 
apostate and the foremost representatives of Jewish learning at the time, and 


| although the charges were disproved and found to be baseless, they have been 


repeated over and over again. ‘They form the stock-in-trade of all the old and 
modern anti-Semites. Whoever desired to have a fling at the Talmad, without 
having the slightest knowledge of it, borrowed a stone from the rubbish-heap of 
calumny ; whoever wished to throw mud at the Talmud dipped in the mire 
accumulated by Donin and increased by subsequent renegades and falsifiers of 
truth. One sad lesson is to be learned from this, that however mach we may 
attempt to fight slander and enmity, however many arguments of reason and 
truth we may bring forward, they will fall on deaf ears and on hearts and miads 
which do not wish to be corrected. People will persist in believing the most 
atrocious statements, the most absurd legends, because it suits them and their 
interests and dispositions, But the war must nevertheless be carried on until 
trath shall conquer in the end, Dr, Gaster then took his audience with him 
through a historical narrative of the various. attacks made ae the Talmud 
from that of Donin to those of the Brimanns, Rohlings and Drumonts of the 
resent day, and in conclusion alluded to another kind of persecution of the 
Malmud which arose in the middle of the present century, and was akin to the 
old persecution at the time of the Caraites. Reform movements in our midst, 
he said, start from the same principle of repudiating the teachings of the Rabbis 
as embodied in the Talmad. The same cry is raised now as it was one thousand 
ears ago of forming a Judaism that should rest only on the Bible. It is a 
fatile attempt, as is shown by the history of the Caraites. One cannot attempt 
to stand on the top of a ladder and at the sametime kick itaway without falling 
to the ground. ur sacred literature is like that ladder ; each important work 
represents a rung, the most important being the Talmud. Study, cultivate our 
sacred language, our grand and holy literature, and you are sure to ascend that 
ladder, rung by rung, and approach the Divine ideal set forth by our religion.

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THE REV. S. SINGER ON THE LONDON SCHOOL | 


BOARD AND THE RELIGIOUS QUESTION. 


At the New West End Synagogue, the Rev. 8. Stinger made the above the 
subject of bis discourse on Sabbath last. Taking bis text from Proverbs i,, 2 
“ To receive the instruction of wisdom ; justice and right and meng & ‘he showed 
how this had been the aim of education in ancient Israel. True, the word bore 
a narrower meaning in those times than it did now ; but, as far as the circle of 
their conceptions extended, both instruction, which was the building-up of 
knowledge in the minds of the young, and education, or the drawing forth and 
developing of ideas and of character from within, bad been honoured in 
Judaism and pursued with a singleness of purpose toa degree not excelled by 
any other religious system, The best known word for Religion was Torah, or 
Instruction, and the vast body of literature, of which the Torah was the germ, 
viz., the Mishnah and the Talmud, was nothing but study and learning. Of the 
Torah itself there was no passage more familiar than that which ordained the 
duty of parents diligently to teach God's word to ibeir children, and few more 
impressive than that in which the Lawgiver, in his last words, exhorted the 
appointed teachers of Israel to have a care that “the children which have not 
known anything may hear, and learn to fear the Lord your God.” As to the 
estimate of education that prevailed in the Talmudic age, it might suffice to 
remind them that one of the oldest utterances recorded in the Talmud was, 
“ Raise up many disciples” ; that the Rabbis held in unconquerable aversion the 
Am-Haarez or ignoramus (so that, if popular voting had been one of the 
institutions of the day, the illiterates would have had: a bad time of it under 
the rule of the Jewish sages); that the principle of universal and compulsory 
education may be traced to Joshua ben Gamla, in the first century ; and that 
sentiments like these abound in the Rabbinic writings, “ Not even to baild the 
sanctuary may the education of the young be interrupted”; “ The whole world 
is preserved by.the breath of school-children.” 

With such principles and antecedents; it would be surprising if Jews showed 
themselves indifferent to the great educational! requirements of our time. A 
somewhat serious question had arisen in connection with the policy of the 
Lendon School Board, a body upon whom depended the. education of some 
700,000. young children, It was little short of.a national calamity, that a state 
of things had been disturbed which had worked with scarcely a hitch for more 
than twenty years, and had falsified, notably in the religious field, the prognostica- 
tions of the prophets of evil. We Jews had certainly had nothing to complain 
of, The Act of 1870 was drafted in a truly liberal spirit. With a view to 
avoiding the slightest suspicion of religious intolerance, clauses were inserted 
declaring that no pupil should be required to attend or to abstain from attending 
any place of religious worship, or to receive any religious instruction to which 
his parent might object, or to attend school on any day exclusively set apart for 
religious observance by the religious body. to which the parent belonged. 
Another clause provided that no religious catechism or 


School. The Act, it would be observed, aimed not at excluding moral and 
religious teaching, but only sectarian teaching. Accordingly, the Board, being 
empowered to frame rules for the guidance of their teachers, and rightly 
holding that the only religious instruction acceptable to the overwhelming 
majority of the population would be the religion of the Bible, directed the 
reading of the Bible, which, for Christians, of course, meant what they called 
the New as well as the Old Testament. Thies arrangement, fair and just to our 
Christian neighbours, affected Jews not unfavourably, because (1) under the 
“conscience clause” Jews were free to withdraw their children from such 
instruction, and (2) wherever the numbers warranted it, facilities were afforded 
for Jewish children to receive at other than school hours such religious teaching 
as the Jewish Community were prepared to offer them. With the utmost 
generosity, the school premises and appliances were placed at our service for 
this purpose; and if Jewish children attending Board Schools were not trained 
is = religion of their fathers, the fault levy at our doors and not at the 
oard's, | 

In another direction, the Board had acted towards us in a spirit as tolerant 

as it was scagacious. Although by their own rule, the religious opinions of can- 
didates for teacherships were not to influence their appointment, it was evident 
that, in the case of schools attended mainly by the children of the numerous 
immigrants who had of late years flocked to these shores, such teachers would 
- be most suitable and useful as were in natural sympathy with the pupils them- 
- selves,and had some knowledge of their habits of life and thought. For them, 
therefore, other claims being equal, Jewish teachers were preferentially chosen. 
Nor were they at any disadvantage even in non-Jewish centres of population ; 
there also the deserving had found places; and if occasionally they had not 
succeeded in doing so, the reason was not on account of Rishus, the explanation 
too readily resorted to by Jews in cases of failure generally, but more probably 
because the estimate of a Jewish candidate of his own talents and fitness was 
not endorsed by those on whom the responsibility for the appointment rested. 
The whole policy of the Board in regard to the religious question might be 
summed up in a sentence or two, as it had been in a recent article of the Jewish 
Chronicle, “ The experiment bas one supreme merit. It has succeeded. The best 
. thanks that we Jews could offer the Board would souad feeble and ineffective 
in the presence of the all-important fact that the policy has met with complete 

| Those halcyon days of peaceful work seemed to be doomed for the present, 
and neither as Jewsnor as citizens could we be unconcerned at anagitation 
which threatened to involve all religionists in an inter-denominational feud, It 
was a mischievous state of things.

poor that the dwindling ranks of Jewry were constantly recruited, Thos 
therefore who desired to do justice to the thousands of Jewish children poy 
receiving a secular education in the Board Schools, must liberally support the 
Religious Classes established in connection with these schools by the Jewish 
Association for the Diffasion of Religious Knowledge, Another result was to 
accentuate the necessity of maintaining intact, and more, of strengthening and 
developing our voluntary school system. The present state of unrest in the 
policy of the Board bade us look to our voluntary schools as our surest ling’ of 
defence. In the debate at the Boird, carried on with almost unprecedented 
heat on Thursday night, one of the speakers pointed to the danger of teh 
question of Religion depending upon the chance majority on the Board, instead 


of being settled upon a fixed principle, and predicted that the effect of such q ° 


policy would be to keep the religious teaching of the Board in a constant 
muddle and confusion. From such muddle and confusion the easiest and safest 
mode of escape for us was by way of our commuual schools. Maintain, enlarge, 
improve them, and, whatever the flactuutions of opinion outside, the religious 
education of our children would remain undisturbed, Let them remember that 


all education which stopped short of training the character was another element — 


of danger in our complex social organization, and that to realise the ideal of the 
Wise Man, our children must not only “ receive the instruction of wisdom,” but 
be reared in the principles of “ justice, rectitude and equity.”’

A number of Seatholders of the Great Synagogue assembled last Sunday 
at the Synagogue Chambers in response to a circular of the Warden, Mr, A. 
Rosenfeld, to carry into effect a resolution passed at a meeting held on the 25th 
January: That a Canvassing Committee be established from amongst the 
members of this Congregation, to appeal for support towards the funds of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, in order to assist them in their present critical 
financial condition. - 

Mr, A. RosENFELD presided, and in opening the proceedings remarked that 
a great number of the seatholders of the Synagogue themselves belonged to the 
working-classes and, therefore, could judge, from personal contact, of the die 
tress prevalent among the unemployed Jewish working-men in the East End, 
and the urgency of providing for their relief. By giving their support to the 
Board of Guardians they would contribute greatly towards this relief. The 
Board had not been established to adopt wholesale measures to do away with 
universal poverty among our poor coreligionists as had been suggested by the 
leaders of the Jewish unemployed, but in order to give relief in individ 
cases deserving of charity. This work was made more burdensome by the 
insufficiency in the number of the working-staff. The Jewish poor had to contend 
against many difficulties, amongst which the principal'was the unwillingness 
of the foreign poor to Anglicise themselves. He would compel all applying for 
assistance to make every effort in that direction, and no money sho 
be distributed by the visitors before they had convinced themselves that. the 
children of the recipients were attending an English school, These people 
were constantly changing their domicile and thus often escaped the Se 
of the School Board Visitors, A great amount of good could be done by the 
energetic action of the East End well-to-do Jews. ‘I'hat there was room 10!

GERMANY, 

A movement has been set on, foot by the Deutsch Socialer Verein, of Mann- 
heim, which may, wo judge, be welcomed by Jews. They have presented to 
to the Chamber of Government a petition urging the cxamination by the State 
Authorities of the Jewish lawsas set forth in the sasred writings and tradi- 
tions, The petition, which occupies seven pages, has been drawn up by Herr 
Doll. The members of the Union have been much disconcerted, it would 
appear, by the anti-Semitic movement, They feel that the charges laid, 
either justly or unjustly at the doors of Jews, are injuring Jews and Christians 
alike. They cannot think that the whole of the feeling has been a party inven- 
tion, and they desire to ascertain how much foundation there is for their allega- 
tions. To this end they request the State to appoint independent jadges who 
shalibe commissioned to examine the Rabbinical writings, — 

The Berlin papers of the 2nd inst, describe an episode, which occurred ‘in 
that city of intelligence par excellence, on the previous night, Arnold Perls, the 
- well-known Liberal author, was passing through the Belle-Alliance Street on 
his way home, when he met a friend, a dentist, who was talking to another 
gentleman. Perls saluted the dentist with the words “Good evening my dear, 

..” The dentist’s companion thereupon exclaimed: “ Hold your tongue you 
d—— Jew!” Perls turned round-and quietly remonstrated that the invective 
was in every respect unjustified, The remonstrance, however, merely provoked 
a repetition of the abuse, The man thus attacked declared. thereupon in a 
serious tone that he could and would not allow such conduct. Dat this merely 
caused the rude assailant to aim violently a blow at -Herr Perls’ head with his 
walking sticx, so that the latter’s hat and spectacles were sent flying, The 
dentist had meanwhile recognised his friend, and pointing this out to-his com- 
panion, tried to appease him. The assailant did not listen to him but let his 
stick descend more forcibly still upon Mr. Perls’s head, who, bleeding profusely, 
was scarcely able to keep on his legs. ‘The assailant, who is the proprietor of a 

ublic wine house in the Leipziger Strasse, will be proceeded against both 
fore the criminal and civil tribunals,.

THE JEWS IN MOROOCO. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Mocapor, JANUARY 20TH, 1894. 


In confirming the news contained in my last letter respecting the Jews in 
Morocco City, I am pleased to say that matters continue to go on very 
satisfactorily. The bastinado is now a thing of the past, and the Jews go about 
their occupations unmolested by their Moorish fellow-townsmen. I have even to 
record, with the greatest satisfaction, that a reconciliation has actually taken 
place between the elders of the Jewish community and Kaid Widah, who 
invited them, one day Jast week, to his garden, where they spent a very pleasant 
afternoon, the agreeableness of which was enhanced by the peace that pervaded 
the atmosphere, 

The happy change, however, has not been without its regrets. One of the 
members of the deputation that went to Tafilet, Mr. Mesod Shriki, unhappily, 
contracted a fever during the latter part of the journey, and succumbed-to it 
some days after his return. This sad incident has created a profound impression 
Mr, Shriki, though for many years a resident 
in Morocco City, was originally from Mogador. He was in a good commercial 
position, and was a foreign protected person. Consequentiy he had little to care 
personally for the atrocities of Kaid Widah in accompanying the deputation to 
the Sultan in the arduous and dangerons journey it undertook; it was 
an entirely disinterested action, actuated by -the purest philanthropic 
motives. ‘To this self-denial Mr. Shriki owes the unhappy termination of his 
career whilst still in the prime of life, being only forty-eight years of age. The 
above facts bave not been ignored by the community of Morocco City. They 
have shown the deceased all¢he honour due to him. Ia conducting him to his 
last resting-place, they gavé him a funeral, the splendour and the solemnity of 
which have not been witnessed for many years in that city. The whole Mellah 
was literally enveloped in mourning, and the sad impres:io.1 remaining will take 
many days to dissipate. Thus, the concluding chapter of the etory of Kaid 
Widah and the Jews of Moroceo City has, at the same time, happy and 
melancholy incidents. 

Itis fitting that 1 should here acknowledge in the name of the Morocco 
Jews our heartfelt gratitude for an act of kindness onthe part of his Majesty 
Mulai Hassan, in connection with the sad episode just related. When in the 
height of the fever to which Mr. Shriki ultimately fell a victim, it was felt that 
a highly qualified doctor might be of some avail in saving his life. Eleven 
heads of the community accordingly begged an audience of. his} Majesty, and 
after explaining the eircumetances, petitioned him to grant his permission for 
his physician to attend en the sick man: Moulai Hassan required no second 
entreaty. With a magnanimity quite touching, eoming yfrom a monarch 
in answer to an appeal from a few humble inidviduals, Wig Majesty inti 
mated to the petitioners that his doctor was at their service. The physician 
visited Mr. Shriki twice, but his fate was sealed. He died, to the grief of

At the last meeting of B. ea Society of Berlin, held on Friday, 
January 26th, Hofrath Dre. Dembo, of St. Petersburg, delivered an address on 
‘The Different Methods of Slaughtering,” and laid special stress upon the 
Jewish system. This lecture is the outcome of a study extending over many 
yeara, which Hofrath Dr. Dembo has pursued on this subject in Russia, Germany 
and Switzerland, and it therefore deserves close attention at this time especially, 
when attacks against Shechita are increasing. 

The lecturer stated that the most cruel and inhuman method of slaughtering 
is by means of the stab in the neck, and by the poleaxe. If the method of 
stabbing in the neck is employed, the animal! remains fully conscious, which has 
been proved by several attempts made by the Commission. in St. Petersbutg, of 
which Dr: Dembo was a member, and which was appointed to enquire into the 

erent methods of slaughtering. After the stab in the neck dogs and oxen 


food from a keeper who had treated him badly, whilst taking it from one who 
had always been kind to him. : 

In applying the poleaxe, four or five blows were needed, on an average, 
before the axe penetrated the brain, and then unconsciousness did not occur, as 
the spinal cord, according to Dr. Dembo’s dissection, was absolutely uninjured. 
To produce unconsciousness, in 4,000 cases under review, on an average eight to 
nine blows were necessary. A fact. demonstrated by science is that only 
through preventing the blood flowing to the brain does immediate unconscious- 
ness ensue. This is attained by cutting through both arteries of the neck ; in 
four to five seconds total unconsciouen’ss is the result. According to this, the 
most ideal method of slangbtering, if one may venture to term it thus; is the one 
which directly stops the flowing of the blood to the brain. The nearest to this 
is the Shechita practised by the Jewish slaughterers. _ | 

Another question of great importance is the one relating to the durability of 
the mest. Itis a fact, that the léss blood there is in the meat, the longer it 
keeps.- Dr. Dembo killed threé rabbits of the same breed and nearly equal size. 
according to three different methods. The first was killed according to: the 
Jewish method ; the second, according to the Berlin method, by stunning and 
cutting the throat ; the third by stunning and cutting the breast. From the first 
rabbit ia whose body there were 111 grammes of blood, 80 flowed away ; from— 
the second, having 103 grammes of blood, 50 flowed away ; from the third, 
haviag 108 grammes of blood, 30 flowed “abe From these surprising examples, 
it is seen that Shechita is the best method, and this has been recognised by 
several large butchers in Barlin, who kill their animals in this manner to obtain 
a be‘ter and more durable meat. ° | 

Regarding the casting of the animals necessary for Shechita Dr. Dembo 
explained, that according to all his experience there can be no question of moral 
pain to the animals. An ox will generally let itself be led. by the smallest boy 
without resistatice into the slaughter-house, where it is met by the sight of the 
carcases of similar animals, and by the smell of blood, and awaits without any 
anxiety or fear the deadly blow. Quite simple methods are now in practice in 
casting, accompanied by no tortures, and used in the case of sick animals for 
healing purposes. Unconsciousness is never attained by a blow on the head. 
That the animal falls is no proof, for it has happened that oxen considered 
unconscious have sprung up ‘again and done much damage. Physicians some- 
times take sick patients to be conscious, speak of their unavoidable death, and 
afterwards the patien) relates,—he heard all, yet was unable to give a sign of 
life. Stunned pigs hdve jumped out of the seething caldron. Two blows were 
not sufficient for a rabbit, after the first it was still conscious; what can be thie 
reanlt with oxen ? If the matter is considered from a physiological and ged 
point of view the casting and cutting of the arteries of the throat (the Jewish 
method of slaughtering)must be characterised as the best method. The Physio- 
l-gical Society agreed with Dr, De1bo, and testified their appreciation of his 
statement. 


WEALTH IN PRUSSIA. 


"FROM A CORRESPONDENT,| 


A Return is annually submitted to the Prussian Diet giving the necessary 
| The Return for 1893-94 
has just been issued. It furnishes most interesting details, of which 
not the least interesting feature is the picture it affords of how the most wealthy 
people are distributed in the various Prussian districts. In 1892-93 the mean- 
while deceased Baron Bleichrider, whoshad an annual income of 7,500,000 marks 
(£375,000),and who paid 300,400 marks (£15,020) as income tax, was the second 
richest man in the kingdom. The then richest man in Berlin, who came before 
Bieichréder, now figures, however, only as the fourth in the rank of the richest, 
the first being in Dortmund, the second a man in Essen, the third, one residing 
in Frankfort-on-the-Main. The richest Berliner, although being the fourth in the 
kingdom, still assessed his yearly income at the small sum of upwards of 5,705,000 
marks, and paid an income tax of 228,200 marks. Supposing that his annual 
receipts represent an interest of 4 per cent. on his capital, he would then be the 
possessor of upwards of 140,000,000 marks (£7,000,000). The richest man, the one 
in Dortmund, however, Albert Hoesch, the Italian Consul, director and chief share- 
holder of the Iron and Steel works of Hoesch, possessed in 1892-93 over 275,000,000 
marks, and his own assessment for that year was 10,900,000 marks, which repre- 
sents an income tax of 436,000 marks. He was then, and is now, the richest 
man in Prussia, although for the year 1893-94 he only assessed his annual revenue 
at 8,230,000 marks, upwards of two and a half millions less than in the previous 
year. It would at all events appear that his fortune in the course of the year 
sbrank by at feast 50 million marks, equal to about £2,500,000. Most of his
